(v) it has a pour point of fifty-five degrees of 
Fahrenheits’ thermometer or above when tested 
by the method I.P. 15/60 prescribed by the 
Institute of Petroleum Technologists, London, 
for the determination of pour point of mineral 
oils; OR possesses a viscosity of not more than 
29 seconds by Redwood I Viscometer at one 
hundred degrees of Fahrenheit’s thermometer 
and has a Diesel Index of less than 40 as deter- 
mined by the method prescribed in the Indian 
Standards.
